Working Croup recognises that assumptions concerning future 
must be mode if it is to arrive at conduoionc re g a r din g 

the types of support which the institutions it represents would 

req uir e during the three periods suggested by the Chairman of FROGXB; 
yet it is the consensus of the Group that its primary assumption must 
be that the next war will be cataclysmic completely destroying its 
institutions in their present locations. 

If the Group assumes unrealistically that its Institutions will 
remain in their present locations* or if it a ssu m es that they will 
have been effectively relocated under conditions which will permit 
service to the Federal community and to research generally then it 
suggests several types of support which would be required from 
whatever Federal publications center may be authorised to control 
the procurement e nd distribution of publications and from the military, 
since it assumes that the military will control certain basic services* 

It is the view of the Group that the support suggested would be 
required during an officially declared emergency, during tbs war and 
during the period following the war until normal channels and services 
were reestablished .
